Gold Medal Is Confrrred on tlie Notcd

American Aeroplanlatn.
LONDON, May 3..Thore was a

demonstration of enthuslasm, remark-
able ln lts character at the Institution
of Clvll Englneers to-nlght, when the
Aeronautlcal Soclety of Great Britaln
conferred on Wllbur and Orvllle
Wrlght, the aeroplanists, of Dayton,

|,0., its flrst gold medal. Thosa who
had gathered at the Institution to wlt-
ness the prcscntation cheered and ap-
piauded repeatedly, whlle the Wrlght
brothers blushlngiy bore thelr honor*
through an hour of the warmest
culogles.

Slr Hlram Maxlm, Lleutonant-Gen-
eral Baden-Powell, Captain F. S. Cody.
an American. who Is struggllng, but
thus far unsuccessfully, to perfect hls
own aeroplane for the Brltisb. army,
and a large number of sclentlsta and
iroincn were present.
The war oft.ee is not llkely to con-

elude arrangements wllh the Inventors
untll thelr aeroplane has been given
a trial ln England In the presence of
experts. Engagements in the Unlted
States and Germany, however, pre-
clude the possibility of the Messrs.
Wrlght belng able to attend to thls
personally for some months, but they
have made arrangements wlth, a

bullder hero for the constructlon ot
machlnes. and have appolnted an agent
for Great Britatn. Their patents, there-
f..re, wlll be protected, and they ex-

p*ct to sell privately, even if the
government does not purchase.
